1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR L114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has 
been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1,114. Applicants' amendment filed on 
November 22, 2004 has been entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior an are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the arc to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

8. Qaims 6, 12 and 19 are rejected under 35 US.G 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 5,459,867 to Adams et al. ("Adams") in view of Intemet 
Engineering Task Force ("Task Force"), Simple Service Discovery Protocol/1.0, 
Operating without an Arbiter, October 29, 1999.

wir]gasem[B(hocR£rypmt(xd. However, Task Force discloses a mechanism to allow 
HTTP clients and Hctp resources to discover each other in local area network (see at 
least 2.1 Problem Statement) so that any clients who come on-line after the sendee 
came on-line will discover the desired sersace by sending out a discovery request, 
thereby making the mechanism more efficient (see at least 2.3.1.3). 

It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use the Simple Serv^ice Discovery Protocol in 
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combination with Adams because the feature would make Adams's concurrent 
maintenance operations more efficient.
